.Maysvllle and Mason County Cemetery 
Company, announces that his company 
will build In the Immediate future In 
the Maysrille cemetery a very attrac- 
tiv» and tervlceable chapel for the 
use of the public. 

Plans for the chapel have been 
drawn by W. C. Collett, of Iloston, 
Mass., the famous architect who drew 
the plans for the beautiful new en- 
j trance the Cemetwry Company recent- 
ly built. The chapel will cost approxi- 
mately ten or twelve thousand dollars 
and tha bids will be opened and tlie 
lontraci let on the llrst of .luiie. 

The location of the cliapel has been 
selecte l as just east of the Soldiers' 
and Sailors' monument and Just West 
if the Foster ^uioleum. The build- 
ing will be of concrete base and Bed 
ford stone sides with slate roof. It 
will be fill by no feet and contain an 
uiidiloriiini fitted with pews, the ceil- 
ing of which will be 14 feet and which 
will accommodate about 76 persons. 
Resides the auditorium, the chapel will 
contain two waiting rooms, a receiv- 
ing room, robing room, a place for 
an orgaq and all modern conveniences. 
The chapel will be so built that It can 
lie used by any prolcslant denomina- 
tion. Tlie entrance, which will be very 
Imposing, will he from the West and 
a driveway entii;ply around the build- 
ing and tha company hopes to have it 
heated by gaa. 

There will be three windows on eith- 
er side of the bulldin;; and a large one 
in the rear over the altar. Cpon the 
buildinp; there will be a lower in which 
chimes may be later ifistalied. The 
building of thia chapel offers splen- 
did opportunities for individuals or or- 
ganliatluns to contribute memorial 
windows, install a memorial organ or 
chimes as memorial to their dead. 

The Aiaysville and Mason County

A days worf of a two-horse team 
eoMt the farmer mtye than a day's 
woMt of a hired man, and jret, the high 
cost of team work worries the average 
farmer less than the high wages paid 
the hired man. 

The chief reason for the high cost 
ot horse "lafibr on KontucKy farms is 
the Iirfee amount- of time that horses 
do not work. Kentnoky farmers pro- 
bacy |M on Ur average less tfian 
lOOOhonrs of work per horse In a year. 
This 1b less than 100 days of 10 hours 
ach. Some farmers get less than 75 
lys for an average, or less than 2V2 
ours per day for each work horse, 
best organized farms get twice 
thla average and thereby cut the cost 
ot tlwir team labor la two. 

"Work atook ought Bot to stand Idle 
a aingle hour It it can be avoided. At 
such tlmea as they cannot be need 
profitably at home they should be 
hired out If possible. They cannot of 
course be kept at work ten hours a 
day, six days in the week, for 52 weeks 
in tl^ year, but that ought to be the

American Red Cross, Lake Division 
headquartera, has been aaked by Na- 
tional Headquarters to laane thla sec- 
ond warning to people Ot Ohio, In- 
diana and Kentucky. 

"The situation is hecomlng almost a 
menace," says the order. 

The American Red Cross In overy 
town and municipally in the three 
states ot the Uko diviskm, Is helpin); 
the man who comes home, to tan up 
again the life he left to enter his coun- 
try's service. 

Red Cross Home Service workers 
are ready to help him get a job, and a 
sood one. It he is in need of a little 
ready money, or his family l» suffer- 
ing, the Red Cross Is teady with a 
loan. It he Is disabled, and cannot go 
haok to the old line of woiK; the gov- 
ecnment will train hira for lomethtng 
else. It Isn't necessary for him to 
beg, or to sell post cardR, buttons or 
any kind of souvenirs. 

Most of the uniformed peddlers are 
fakirs. They have no right to the uni- 
form- they are wearing. Many of them 
have never been insltfe an army camp 
But It Is falriy easy to fake a uniform, 
and get easy money from the patriotic 
public. "Don't encourage the man who 
commerciallxes his country's uniform. 
Dont buy his waree."

6. By tnrninp work stock out on 
paatnre and fUding lightly whe^ they 
are not doing hard work. CkMd farm- 
ers strive to crrry the work atoek thru 
the late fall and winter aa ohoaply as 
possible on sorghum and com fodder 
and a little grain, saving tlic jiood May 
for the time when the teams are work- 
ing hard breaking an^ cultivating the 
crop*. Vsrmers sh^ild make a rule 
to feed <Bly ei^rai^ to meet the actual 
needa of the teams. Care shouM be 
used not to overfeed and not to waste
